£75. Comerford detailed transactions in con- 
nection with the payment of the £10 in re- 
spect of which the charge was made. a 

Patrick Mulhall, farmer, Ballyboyle, Kil- 
kenny, stated that he lived within a mile of 
Michael Comerford, whom he visited every 
day. He drew Comerford’s attention to an 
advertisement in November last. Comerford 
was not in good health, and he accompanied 
him to Dublin with Henry King. He helped 
to earry Comerford into the premises in Fitz- 
william square and into a little waiting-room. 
After a little tame the defendant, Dr. Baxter, 
came in and asked Comerford how long he 
was complaining and what were his complaints. 
Comerford said that he was suffering from 
stiffness in the limbs and hands for the last 
seven or eight years. The accused man put 
a stethescope on Comerford’s chest and told 
him that he. appeared to be excited. He 
asked him would he mind waiting a few 
minutes and having a cup of tea. They had 
the tea, and Dr. Baxter came back im a 
quarter of an hour. He asked Comerford to 
raise the leg of his trousers, and then told 
him he could be cured. 

In reply to the accused man, witness said 
that Comerford was a farmer with 100 acres 
of land, who, owing to ill-health, had sold 


all his livestock and let the land on the 


eleven months’ system. Baxter said. that 
Comerford was quite a young man to. be 
crippled. Baxter asked him if he would be 
repared to pay £50 or £100 to be cured as 
is money was useless if he was left to live 
like a child in a chair. Comerford said that 
it was a lot of money and he was not pre- 

red to pay it.. Dr. Baxter said it would 
be better for him to get cured than to leave 
the money for “priests and nuné to say 
Masses for him when he was dead.”

from Barcelona. This at the end of twelve 
months would be a perfect cure. Eventually 
Comerford agreed-to take this cure, but re- 
fused to pay £75. He gave Baxter a £10 
note and later signed a cheque out of Baxter's 
cheque book for £65. 

r. E, T. Keane, managing director of 
The Kilkenny People newspaper, said that 
the advertisement which appeared on Novem- 
ber 9 was inserted on the instructions of a 
letter which purported to come. from Mr. 
Baxter, the address being “ Dublin Foot and 


‘Health Centre, 54 Fitzwilliam sguare.” There 


was also a series of similar advertisements, of 
which he gave the dates, and said that pay- 
ment had been made by cheque. | 

Thomas Hogan said that Baxter asked him 
to write a letter to the National Bank for 
them to forward him £65, and when he had 
done so Comerford signed the letter. 

The defendant was remanded on hail till 
next Friday.
